While the d e fe a t was shown only by unofficial tabula­ 
tions of the vote, Mr. H ow at tonight conceded he had been 
beaten, as did his principal supporter, Frank Farrington, j 
leader of the Illinois miners. 
The official vote will not be 
completed until tomorrow' when the roll of absentees will 
be c a l l e d but Mr. Howat said that he doubted th a t any ma­ 
terial change would result from the additional balloting. 
In effect the vote approved the expulsion of Howat and 
his followers by President John L. Lewis, who said he act­ 
ed because of refusal of th e deposed Kansas le ad er to di­ 
rect strikers to return to w ork as ordered by th e miners’ 
convention last fall.
